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OPEN LETTER TO THE STUDENTS OF MOUNT ST. MARY'S COLLEGE 
On Saturday, September 30 at approximately 11:00 pm someone abused 
a trust by opening the locked Biology lab which is the home base 
for "Boots" the cat--the mascot of the Mount. After the lab was 
opened, "Boots" was kidnapped and she was last seen being driven 
away in a white car. I am asking for your help in securing "Boots" 
safe return to the College. 

There are several reasons why this act is abhorrent to me and 
others.

She is loved and cared for by many of us at 
the Mount. This is "Boots" home. Please see that she is returned 
to us . A reward is being offered for her safe return. Thanks for 
caring about "Boots" and thanks for your help. Contact either 
Hallie Bundy or me with regard to the reward.
